WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The 
Department of Justice daily is 
finding ite task more difficult in 
keeping pace with the growth of 
the Federal business it must 
transact and there is urgent need 
for remedial legisiation applicable 
to various phases of law enforce- 
ment, Attorney-O sneral Stone de- 
clared in his annual report sub- 
mitted today to Congress. 

Federal courts are “staggering 
under the load imposed on them 
by pr-nibition legislation, the ro- 
port stated, and added that “di- 
verse and complex tax laws” also 
have increased greatly the burden 
which the courts must bear. The 
situation necessarily affects the 
offices of United States attorneys 
and there is need, the Attorney- 
Gen ral sald, not only for a great- 


er personnel in those offices but 
an increase in the salaries paid 
to them.

taxing laws. To meet thig situa- 
tion, the department has n in- 
vo kings. ip such cases as the facts 
warrant. the use of internal rev- 
enue. customs and tart® laws.” 


FACE TWO PROBLEMS

tion of two major probleme, 
report said.

CALIFORNIA CITED 


The Comptroller cites California 
as an example of the dangerous 
situation which confronts the na- 
tional banking system, but the facts 
are that for the six years ending 
June 20, 1824, only nine national 
banks in California have converted 
to State banks, while twenty-one 
State banks have converted to na- 
tional banks. 

It is true that the State banks 
have been growing. faster than the 
natlonal banks an State bank 
resources are t 
000, while those of national banks 
are about $23,000,000,000. The 
more rapid development of the 
State banks has been due to the 
greater ease with which they are 
able to adapt themselves to chang- 
ing economic and financial condi- 
tions. State legislation is more 
easily obtained than national legis- 
lation and State banking law®@ have 
been amended from year to year 
to meet new conditions, while na 
tional bank legislation has not kept 
pace with the country’s develop- 
ment. It ta highly desirable that 
the national banks should be giv- 
en relief from some of the re- 
strictions under which they have 
been operating and State banks 
have no ground of complaint 
against the McFadden-Pepper bil! 
in so far as it gives to national 
banks greater freedom in their op- 
erations. 

The bill. however, does not stop 
with a grant of freedom of opera- 
tion to national banks, but goes 
on to put restrictions upon those 
State banks which are members of 
the Federal Reserve system. Here 
it te that State banks which are 
members of the Federal Reserve 
em fel that the of 
the McFadden-Pepper bill will be 
unfair and unjust. These State 
banks say in effect: 


UNFAIRNESS DENOUNCED 

“Go as far as you like in grant- 
ing additional rights and privileges 
to natiohal banks, but do not seek 
‘the advantage of the nations! 
banks through legislation which 
will hamper and cripple the State 
member banks.” 

The only controversial point in 
the McFadden-Pepper bill is 
branch banking. In California 
and in seven other States branch 
banking is permitted on a State- 

ide scale. In nine other States 
In ie permitted within the limits 
of the city in which the bank is 
lecated. 

The McFadden-Pepper bill pro- 
, Vides that national banks shal! 
have the right to establish city 
branches in any State which per- 
mits State banks to have branches. 
To this the State 
objection. They are entirely will- 
ing that national banks should be 
put on a parity in the matter of 
competition. But the McFadden- 
Pepper bill aleo proposes that no 
State bank shall be admitted to 
membership in the Federal re- 
serve system except it give up all 
branches outside the city of the 
head office, established after the 
passing of the act, and prohibits 
any State member from establish- 
ing any edditional branches out- 
aide the city of the head office. 

This limitation upon the State 
bank members tn regard to out- 
side branches is vigorpusly con- 
demned dy the State member 
banks in California and in other 
States which permit State-wide 
branch banking. They are opposed 
to it because they became mem- 
bers of the Federal reserve We 
tem upon the proviso contained 
in Section d of the Federal Reserve 
Act that they should retain all 
their statutory and charter rights 
not in conflict with the Federal 
Reserve Act. At the time they be- 
came members they were operat- 
ing branches, so that branch bank- 
ing was not then regarded as in 
— with the Federal Reserve 


ALTERNATIVES CONFRONTED 
This condition of retaining their 
statutory and charter rights should 
not be taken away by a change 
in policy on the part of Congress 
without the most impelung rea 
sons. No one has been able to 
show, or has even attempted to 
show, that branch banking in Call 
fornia has been anything but help- 
ful, both to our agricultural and 
to our urban population. Theré 
is no real occasion for this radical! 
change of policy on the part of 
Congress and it will compe! the 
State bank members engaged in 
branch banking to make the choice 
of surrendering their right to es 
tablish outside branches or of 
withdrawing from the Federa! re- 
serve system. They do not wish 
to do either and tney should not 
be faced with the dilemma. Pranch 
banking. in their judgment. is sound 
and safe and of great Value to 
the economic life of the State, and 
to be compelled to surrender their 
right ie neither fair to them nor 
desirable for the State. They be- 
lieve in the Federa reserve „ 
tem and though they have had lit. 
tle occasion to use it, they should 
not be compelled to withdraw in 
order to preserve their right to es- 
tablish outside branches.

branch bank legislation ts nec- 
essary to protect the Federal Re- 
serve System, for in his opinion, 
if the national banks convert in- 
to State banks, the safety of the 
System will be endangered through 
the ability of the State banks to 
withdraw. In my view this legis- 
lation is far more likely to harm 
than to help the Federal Reserve 
System. National banks must be 
members of the Federal Reserve 
System but there is no compulsion 
on a national bank to remain such. 
It can convert [nto a State bank 
and withdraw at pleagrur-. 

In the last analysis the stability 
of the Federal Reserve System 
does not rest upon compulsory 
membership of the national banks 
but upon the service it renders 
its members and the country.

WEAKNESS POINTED OUT 


The weakness of the Federal 
Reserve System at present lies in

The McFadden-Pepper bill, 
showing as it does a clear tnten- 
tion to ald national banks at the 
expense of State bank members. 
will not offer any inducement to 
State banks to join. The 18,000 
nonmember State banks wil! hest- 
tate to join the Federal Reserve 
System when they become aware 
of this discrimination. 

The original intention of the tea 
eral Reserve Act wes to create a 
national system for banks and it 
has proceeded upon that basis to 
the present time.

DISTINCTIVE COLOR 
OF CARIBOU AND ELK 


The caribou. or reindeer, which 


ie a member of the deer family, is 
closely related to the reindeer of 


least two distinct species. The Arc- 
tie caribou. which inhabits the Far 
North from Greenland to Alaska. 
has a gray or light brown coat 
in summer. in the coldest season 
the animal is almost white. The 
woodland caribow is darker in col- 
or and larger in sue. The moose, 
also a member of the deer family. 
is purplish-gray. It is much larger 
than the caribou.
